New bills

safety Three bills were 
proposed in the house yes¬ 
terday in order to help po¬ 
lice maintain safe commu¬ 
nities throughout the 
province. 

“The proposed 
legislation that we put be¬ 
fore the house today con¬ 
tinues our safe communi¬ 
ties commitment,” said 
Minister of Justice and At¬ 
torney General Alison Red- 
ford. “We introduced it in 
direct response to what 
the police have told us 
they need.” 

The legislative changes 
that were introduced are 
intended to support the 
work of Alberta’s Safe 
Communities Initiative 
and have a negative 
impact on criminal activi¬ 
ty. 

Bill 10, the Victims 
Restitution and Compen¬ 
sation Payment 
Amendment Act, will ex¬ 
pand the range of victims 
who can be compensated 
for sustaining harm due to 
crime. 

Bill 11, the Witness Se¬ 
curity Act, will provide 
short term protective serv¬ 
ices to witnesses who 
agree to give evidence. 

And Bill 12, the Body Ar¬ 
mour Control Act, will al¬ 
low police to seize body ar¬ 
mour from individuals 
who don’t have a permit 
for legitimate use. 

“None of these laws on 
its own is the ultimate so¬ 
lution and we realize 
that,” Redford said. 


Preying on poverty 

Squalid conditions for natives exploited by gangs: RCMP 


Aboriginal gangs are pro¬ 
liferating across Canada 
as criminal organizations 
exploit the intense pover¬ 
ty and squalid conditions 
that many First Nations 
youth live in, says a top 
officer with the RCMP’s 
aboriginal police division. 

The gangs’ stock-in-trade 
includes drug distribution, 
prostitution and theft, and 
they’re only growing more 
sophisticated, said the 
RCMP. 

“The gangs are brought 
on by poverty,” said RCMP 
Sgt. Merle Carpenter, who 
holds the aboriginal gangs 
file with the National Abo¬ 
riginal Policing Services. 

“They intimidate by vio¬ 
lence and these aboriginal 


youth are just wanting to 
belong to somebody.” 

While Winnipeg, with its 
large aboriginal popula¬ 
tion, is still the epicentre 
for native gangs, outfits 
like the Indian Posse, the 
Manitoba Warriors and the 
Native Syndicate have 
spread from coast to coast 
and into the Far North. 

“They are certainly in¬ 
creasing in numbers and 
becoming more sophisti¬ 
cated in how they do busi¬ 
ness,” said Carpenter, who 
is a member of the Inu- 
vialuit Settlement Region 
in the western Arctic. 

The gangs are growing 
through the country’s net¬ 
work of jails, which are act¬ 
ing as hothouses for re-

cruitment and learning the 
tricks of the trade. 

If you’re not a member 
of a gang when you go to 
jail, police officials in Mani¬ 
toba say, you will be when 
you come out. 

Many prisoners simply 
cannot survive jail life 
without the protection of a 
gang. 


Last week, an aboriginal 
policy conference in Ot¬ 
tawa heard that aboriginal 
youth membership in 
gangs could double in the 
next 10 years. 

Observers say the explo¬ 
sive growth can’t be com¬ 
bated unless the federal 
government steps up and 
addresses the woeful condi¬ 
tions underlying the star¬ 
tling trend. 

“It’s so simple that it’s 
hard to understand why 
nothing’s happening,” said 
Steve Koptie, an aboriginal 
social worker who spent 
several years working in 
the mental health field for 
21 reserves in Ontario’s 
northwest.

Zwozdesky freezes plan to 
centralize ambulance dispatch

Alberta Premier Ed 
Stelmach announced 
further funding and the re¬ 
sults of the province’s 
plans to end homelessness 
within 10 years on the first 
anniversary of the 
program at the Mustard 
Seed Church yesterday 
morning. 

“I’m veiy pleased with 
the progress we have 
made,” Stelmach said. 
“Quite frankly, it’s a lot of 
progress in a short period of 
time.” 

Since the plan was imple¬ 
mented a year ago, 933 new 
housing units have been de¬ 
veloped and more than 
1,300 homeless people have 
found permanent homes, 
according to a report issued 
by the Alberta government. 

“The 10-year plan will 
provide a homeless person 
with a permanent dwelling, 
and the support they need 
to address the underlying 
causes of homelessness 
within 21 days of entering 
the shelter,” Stelmach ex¬ 


plained. 

Stelmach also announced 
the province will be giving 
$12 million to the Mustard 
Seed Society to build 112 
homes for homeless people 
in Edmonton and Calgary. 

“These units will provide 
them with a stable place to 
address their challenges,” 
Stelmach said, adding the 


homes will allow the home¬ 
less to “get the fresh start 
that they’re looking for.” 

Housing and Urban Af¬ 
fairs Minister Jonathan De¬ 
nis added that in addition to 
funding, community sup¬ 
port is essential to ending 
homelessness. 

“Alberta has a plan that is 
working because it focuses 


not just on individuals, but 
also innovation, partner¬ 
ships and community en¬ 
gagement,” Denis said. 

Alberta’s 2010 budget 
adds another $100 million 
to the homeless Request for 
Proposal grant program, 
and increases funding for 
support and services to $42 
million.

Tories propose harsher 
new crime rules for youth 


The Conservative govern¬ 
ment wants to tighten the 
Youth Criminal Justice Act 
to give judges more power 
to consider “denunciation 
and deterrence” when 
sentencing violent offend¬ 
ers. 

Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson also wants to be 
able to charge and sentence 
youths with violent criminal 
acts when they engage in 
reckless behaviour — such 
as a car chase — that endan¬ 
gers the public, but doesn’t 
actually injure anyone. 

“This legislation will sim¬ 
plify the rules to keep these 
offenders off the streets 
when necessary to protect 
society,” Nicholson said at a 
news conference yesterday, 
where he was flanked by 
the mothers of two youths 
who died at the hands of 
young offenders. 

“In the handling of other 
violent and repeat young of¬ 
fenders, the court often 
lacks the tools necessary to 
impose appropriate sen¬ 
tences,” said Nicholson. 

He cited the example of a 
young offender who 
“demonstrates repeat crimi¬ 
nal behaviour, or a casual 
attitude to the law, or a 
complete lack of empathy

for his or her victim.” 

Liberals and the Bloc 
Quebecois immediately de¬ 
nounced the changes as a re¬ 
gressive move toward retri¬ 
bution in the justice system, 
as opposed to rehabilitation.

A father of two on

Robert Gary Jones, 38, of 
Georgia, died instantly Mon¬ 
day evening when he was 
hit by the single-engine 
plane, which had lost its 
propeller, said Beaufort 
County Coroner Ed Allen. 
The pilot’s vision was 
blocked by oil on the wind¬ 
shield. 

The coroner said Jones ap¬ 


parently did not see or hear 
the plane, which was “basi¬ 
cally gliding.” 

His mother, Pauline Jones, 
said yesterday that he was in 
Hilton Head for work but 
was supposed to fly home to 
suburban Atlanta today for 
his daughter’s third birth¬ 
day. 

Federal Aviation Adminis¬ 
tration records show the ex¬ 
perimental Lancair IV-P 
plane that hit Robert Jones 


was registered to Edward I. 
Smith of Virginia. 

Smith was on the beach 
with his plane yesterday and 
confirmed he was the pilot.

Thailand Thai protesters 
seeking a change of govern¬ 
ment turned to shock tac¬ 
tics yesterday, pouring litres 
of their own blood into a 
glistening puddle at the 
gate of the prime minister’s 
office.

With new developments 
emerging almost daily, pre¬ 
dicting a final price tag for 
the Japanese automaker is 
a calculation that only 
some analysts have at¬ 
tempted. Toyota itself esti¬ 
mated that the worldwide 
recall, now involving some 
8.5 million cars, could cost 
up to 180 billion yen ($2.02 
billion), with 100 billion 
yen for repairs and 80 bil¬ 
lion yen in lost sales. It said 
the recalls may dent global 
demand for Toyota models 
by 100,000 vehicles. 

Analysts with their own 


estimates say the total is 
bound to climb higher. 

JP Morgan’s Kohei Talca- 
hashi expects Toyota to take 
a one-time 500 billion yen 
($5.6 billion) hit, including 
recall-related costs and liti¬ 
gation settlements.

Chevy Volt charges ahead 

No surprises in GM's electric car and that's a good thing

While there’s still more 
than a year to go before 
its scheduled launch, 
Chevrolet’s Volt is getting 
closer. From a concept un¬ 
veiled in early 2007, it’s 
now a model that starts, 
stops and drives - and I 
got the chance to do that 
in Vancouver. 

I went less than 20 kilo¬ 
metres at low speeds, but 
notably, it was what au¬ 
tomakers call an “integra¬ 
tion vehicle,” the first time 
the technology and design 
have come together. This 
isn’t exactly what will go 
on sale, but final changes 
will probably be minor. 

While it has a gasoline 
engine, electric motor and 
lithium-ion battery, Volt is¬ 
n’t a hybrid. 

Rather, it’s an extended- 
range vehicle that always 
uses electricity to power 
the wheels. After it’s 
recharged by plugging into 
a wall outlet, it travels 
about 64 km. 

Once the battery runs 
down, a 1.4-litre gasoline 
engine starts up and acts 
like a generator to supply 
more electricity. 

That’s a major difference 
from an all-electric car, 
which won’t travel any fur¬ 
ther once its battery is de¬ 
pleted. 

Volt was designed to the 
64-lcm threshold because, 
as GM says, 75 per cent of 
Canadians drive less than 
that each day. In theory, 
many Volt owners will nev¬

er burn any gasoline, other 
than the occasional start¬ 
up programmed into the 
engine to keep its fluids 
flowing. 

Driving it is unremark¬ 
able, and I mean that as a 
compliment. 

It doesn’t feel much dif¬ 
ferent than a conventional 
car, which should appeal 
to many buyers: No learn¬ 
ing curve, no unusual re¬ 
quirements, and nothing 
unfamiliar. Press a button, 
put the shifter into drive, 
and put your foot on the 
accelerator pedal.

It feels peppy, and has a 
“Sport” button that adds a 
turbo-lilce power boost for 


hills and highway passing. 
Regenerative braking and 
deceleration put some 
charge back into the bat¬ 
tery, and if desired, a spe¬ 
cial setting increases the 
threshold, with a sensation 
similar to downshifting a 
stick shift (powered solely 
by its electric motor, Volt 
doesn’t have a transmis¬ 
sion). 

The brakes feel conven¬ 
tional and, within the limi¬ 
tations of my short test-dri¬ 
ve, the steering seems 
equally normal. Overall, it 
isn’t much different than 


driving a Cobalt. 

Price will be paramount, 
but GM’s mum on that un¬ 
til it gets closer to market. 
Guesstimates predict it’ll 
be relatively expensive, 
with much of the cost in 
the battery. 

Time will tell, but just 
as hybrids came within 
reach of most buyers, Volt 
and other electric vehicles 
may be poised to become 
just as common on our 
roads.

For Nissan, healing begins with a good paint shield

Ever wonder why your new 
car doesn’t look so new af¬ 
ter a while? It’s partly due 
to tiny scratches, which 
build up overtime and dull 
the finish. 

Nissan tackles the prob¬ 
lem with a new paint tech¬ 
nology, called Scratch 
Shield, which “heals” itself 
to keep the shiny finish 
longer. 

“It’s a clear coat that’s de-

“The 
clear coat can flow even af¬ 
ter it’s cured and repair 
small scratches and 
blemishes in the j 
surface of the 
paint.” 

The paint de¬ 
buted on the all- 
new 2009 Infiniti ^ 
EX35. The clear ^ 
coat is just as strong 
as any other, so durability 
isn’t a problem, but it con¬ 
tains a polymer that makes 
it flexible enough to fill in 
minor scratches.

Forsyth says the product 
is available to repair shops, 
so if a panel has to be re¬ 
placed, its clear coat 
^ can be refinished 
with Scratch 
Shield. Nissan 
was the first with 
this type of syn- 
7 thetic, high-densi¬ 
ty clear coat that 
slowly flows back to 
fill in surface scratches. 

It was developed in con¬ 
junction with the automak¬ 
er’s research partners, the 
University of Tokyo and Ad¬ 


vanced Softmaterials Inc. 

The process is aided with 
heat, and so scratches fill in 
almost immediately in sum¬ 
mer. In winter, it could take 
a few days to completely fill 
in. Warm water will also ac¬ 
celerate the “healing” 
process. It’s designed for 
small surface scratches and 
abrasions; deep scratches 
and other damage will still 
require professional repair. 

“It’s the clear coat that’s 
healing, not the paint be¬ 
low it, which is why we call 
it a shield,” Forsyth says. 


“If someone scratches the 
car deeply it won’t repair it. 
It’s the surface damage you 
might get from your fingers 
or gloves rubbing against 
the surface when you open 
the door, or a car wash with 
stiff bristles. The clear coat 
remains flexible and flows 
to fill in those small scratch¬ 
es, and keep the surface 
looking new.” 

Other manufacturers 
have since gotten into the 
game: Nissan says that 
Lexus will feature a similar 
system.

Smartphone way to buy 



A wise sage once 
opined that, 

“Knowledge is 
Power.” This 

prompted anoth¬ 
er sage to suggest that such 
power is best used to make 
other people feel stupid. 
True enough. 

But perhaps you’re in the 
market for a used car. In 
that case, you’re probably 
more interested in obtain¬ 
ing knowledge, to trans¬ 
form yourself into a power¬ 
ful super hero, one able to 
leap into a great used vehi¬ 
cle, at a really great price, 
all in a single bound. 

We now have a new 
Canadian company, vehi- 
clegateway.com, to help us 
bulk up on used-vehicle ex¬ 
pertise and muscle — and 
through our cellphones no 



less. 

But company spokesper¬ 
son, Peter Davies, told me 
not to think of it as an app. 

“In my opinion it’s supe¬ 
rior to an app,” said Davies. 
“It requires no download¬ 
ing. All you have to do is go 
to vehiclegateway.com on 
your Blackberry, iPhone, or 
any phone with browser 
capability, and you are pre¬ 
sented with a ‘mobile’ ver¬ 
sion of the site.” 

Vehiclegateway.com is 
similar to sites like Auto- 
Trader and Autonet, 
which offer lots of vehi¬ 
cles for sale, from both 
dealers and private sell¬ 
ers. 

But vehiclegate- 
way.com will differ¬ 
entiate itself from 
the pack, says 
Davies, by 
being the 
first to com¬ 
bine several 
crucial ele¬ 
ments, such 
as: cellphone 
accessibility; 
free listings 
for private sell¬ 


ers; an in-

offers a mobile website 
that allows users to 
browse through pre¬ 
owned cars on the go. 


creased level of informa¬ 
tion on each specific vehi¬ 
cle; a special section devot¬ 
ed to vehicles that fall un¬ 
der the automakers’ certi¬ 
fied programs; and the first 
used Canadian used-vehi¬ 
cle site to offer a link to 
obtain vehicle history 
reports from CAR- 
FAX. 

The cellphone 
access will 
purportedly 


help your negotiating posi¬ 
tion. Davies tells me to pic¬ 
ture myself on a used car 
lot, contemplating a nice 
shiny ride. How do I know 
if the price is fair? By 
punching the year and 
model of the vehicle into 
vehiclegateway.com, 
and asking it to 
generate an 
“average 
price” 
for all 
such 
vehicles 
current¬ 
ly listed 
there. 

It’s up to 
you then, 
whether you 
shove the cell¬ 
phone screen in¬ 
to the seller’s 
face, or sign the 
papers. 

While sites like 
Kijiji and 

Craigslist also of¬ 


fer free listings for private 
sellers, Davies notes they 
are not geared specifically 
for automotive buyers, and 
both have their share of 
unscrupulous sellers. 

“People are scared of 
buying a lemon,” adds 
Davies. He hopes his site 
“will help remove some of 
the apprehension associat¬ 
ed with buying used.” 

It will do that, according 
to Davies, by asking sellers 
to fill out a detailed vehicle 
questionnaire on each ve¬ 
hicle listed. 

While sellers are still on 
the honour system, Davies 
believes it should weed 
out sellers who are prone 
to hyperbole, and allow 
buyers to narrow their 
search. 

Another apprehension 
squasher will be the CAR- 
FAX vehicle history reports 
(available for an extra fee). 

Like CarProof.com, it 
can reveal how many times 
the vehicle has changed 
hands and when, where it’s 
been licensed, and if it has 
incurred any insurance 
claims for accident dam¬ 
age.

All this information 
technology is wonderful, 
but I would still caution 
that buyers get a trust-wor¬ 
thy mechanic to get all 
touchy-feely with any used 
vehicle they’re ready to 
pounce on. 

Any used vehicle will 
need work. The extent of 
work needed is what you 
want to establish — it’s 
your super-human right to 
know.

Look for a 
standard V6 en- 
I gine on all mod- 
els. A 3.5 litre unit 
^ made 250 horsepow¬ 
er and came with a four- 
speed “AutoSticlc” automat¬ 
ic transmission. 

A 3.8 litre V6 engine was 
available, as was a torquey 
four-litre V6 and six-speed 
automatic combination 
that became available to¬ 
wards the end of Pacifica’s 
life.

WHAT OWNERS LIKE: Pacifi¬ 
ca owners tended to rate 
comfort, performance, 
driving dynamics and 
styling the most highly. 
Flexibility and versatility 
for virtually any chore 
were highly appreciated, 
too. Finally, many owners 
say they enjoy a “safe and 
solid” feel when driving. 

WHAT OWNERS HATE: Paci¬ 
fica owner complaints typi¬ 
cally centre around fuel 
consumption. If you don’t 
need the added traction of 
all wheel drive, opting for a 
Pacifica without it can help 
save fuel. 

COMMON ISSUES: On a 

test-drive, kill the stereo 
and both listen to and 
“feel” the Pacifica’s front 
end. Listen closely for any 
metallic clunking, popping 
or grinding sounds as you 


drive the vehicle over 
bumps or uneven surfaces. 
If you hear any, the model 
you’re considering is prob¬ 
ably due for some front- 
end work. 

Pop the hood and have a 
listen to the engine start up 
from cold. Loud or abnor¬ 
mal ticking sounds from 
the top of the engine could 
indicate a known problem 
with valves on certain 
models. 

If you’re concerned or 
unsure about the sound, be 
sure to ask a mechanic to 
have a look. 

You’ll also want to en¬ 
sure the transmission 
shifts smoothly on any 
model, noting any rough¬ 
ness or hesitation during 
gear changes. 

Transmission glitches 
tended to be of the elec¬ 
tronic variety, which are 
relatively simple to fix.

Here are some considera¬ 
tions when choosing a 
driving school: 

MTO-approved: Ensure the 
driving school program is 
approved by the Ministry 
of Transportation of On¬ 
tario. 

Defensive driving tech¬ 
niques: Look for a driving 
school that will teach de¬ 
fensive driving techniques 
that will help avoid every 
single type of collision. A 
good school teaches colli¬ 
sion avoidance skills 
which enable drivers to de¬ 
tect potentially hazardous 
situations. 

Instructor certification: Find 
out if the school’s instruc¬ 
tors have taken an annual 


recertification to maintain 
their level of skill. 

Private in-vehicle classes: 

Consider a school that of¬ 
fers private in-vehicle 
training, where there is on¬ 
ly one student with the in¬ 
structor at all times. 

Emergency manouevres: 

Check if the driving school 
teaches life saving tech¬ 
niques, such as rear crash 
avoidance, emergency 
braking, emergency swerv¬ 
ing techniques, and head- 
on collision avoidance. 
These should be practiced 
in vehicles, not just dis¬ 
cussed in class. 

Learn at your own pace: 

Everyone learns different¬ 
ly. Knowing this, Young 
Drivers of Canada has 
launched YD e-Experience, 
a new, interactive online 
training session that al¬ 
lows novice drivers to 
learn at their own pace 
from their home comput¬ 
er. The 10-hour online 
training features interac¬ 
tive videos, 3-D anima¬ 
tions, photos, graphics and 
voice-over narrative. 

YD e-Experience is part 
of the YD Novice Driving 
course, which is a min¬ 
istry-approved beginner 
driver education (BDE) 
course.

Victoria Falls takes you to the edge 

Flying over Africa in a flimsy microlight plane will thrill even the hardened adrenalin junkie

There are many ways to ex¬ 
perience Africa’s mighty 
Victoria Falls, which sit be¬ 
tween Zimbabwe and Zam¬ 
bia but a microlight flight is 
undoubtedly the most 
thrilling. 

As a result these flimsy 
aircraft circle the falls like 
vultures over a kill. 

The jubilant faces return¬ 
ing from the air did nothing 
to calm my nerves as I 
climbed into the muddle of 
wing and wire and pulled 
my seatbelt tightly. It was, 
after all, the only thing 
stopping me from plum¬ 
meting 1,000 feet. 

There’s no hiding from 
the elements in a micro¬ 
light. With no doors, win¬ 
dows or even a windscreen 
and only a handrail to grip, 
it’s just you, the wind and 
the sceneiy. 

The bright blue hang glid¬ 
ing wings reached out 
above me while the small 
engine behind me hummed 
away. 

“Ready?” asked my pilot 
Pascal as he turned around 
to face me. 

As I considered my re¬ 
sponse, the wheels started 
rolling. 

The microlight rumbled 
down the short muddy run¬ 
way and we were airborne. 

Heart racing, I stole an 
immediate glance beyond 
where my feet now dangled 
freely. Huge clusters of aca¬ 
cia trees blurred into the 
forest green landscape and 
a lone giraffe grazed as we 
circled to gain altitude.

From the pyramids of Egypt 
to Parliament Hill in 
Ottawa, the history of engi¬ 
neering tells the history of 
humanity. 

Marie Carter, Engineers 
Canada’s chief operating of¬ 
ficer, said engineering only 
became a modern profes¬ 
sion in the last century. It 
was bom out of disaster, 
when a bridge built to cross 
the Saint Lawrence River 
collapsed in 1907. An engi¬ 
neering mistake was to 
blame and it cost the lives 
of 75 people. An incident in 
1916 claimed more lives. 

“The Canadian Society of 
Civil Engineers determined, 


‘We need to do something 
about this,”’ Carter said 
from her Ottawa office. 
“‘We need to have some 
checks and balances on 
who does engineering. They 
need to be properly 
trained.’” 

Throughout the 1920s, 
engineering became in¬ 
creasingly regulated and 
the tradition of the Iron 
Ring was born. Originally 
built from the mins of the 


Quebec bridge and now 
fashioned from stainless 
steel, each Canadian engi¬ 
neering student is present¬ 
ed a ring in a somber cere¬ 
mony accompanying gradu¬ 
ation. 

Carter said scientific “tri¬ 
al and error” steadily im¬ 
proved the building blocks 
engineers use to build our 
world ever since. 

“Just about everything 
that you see, do, touch, 


have as recreation, live 
with, use to eat, even the 
food, has got engineering 
involved in it,” she said. 
“Engineers do touch just 
about every aspect of the 
way we live.” 

Allan Marble has seen the 
discipline transformed in 
his 50-plus years as an engi¬ 
neer, but it’s not hard for 
the professor emeritus at 
Halifax’s Dalhousie Univer¬ 
sity to sum up what 


changed: The computer. 

When Marble attended 
Dalhousie in the 1950s, it 
was a computer-free land. 
He vividly remembers the 
first time he saw a comput¬ 
er in 1962. It was primordial 
and clunky, but it revolu¬ 
tionized engineering. 

In today’s wired world, it 
seems hard to imagine slide 
mlers doing the job of com¬ 
puters, and that’s because 
they didn’t. 

“It’s an amazing change, 
really,” Marble said over the 
phone from his Halifax 
home, adding that it’s espe¬ 
cially transformed electri¬ 
cal engineering. 

“You’re trying to analyze 
signals coming from various 
sources,” he explains. “To do 
that before the computer, 
you had to do it by hand.” 

Now, a computer can 
work in real time at speeds 
well beyond human ability. 

Computers made it possi¬ 
ble for engineers to develop 
life-saving CT scanners and 
MRIs. “The amount of calcu¬ 
lations done to get a CT im¬ 
age or an MRI image is just 
mind-boggling. Those 
things could never be done 
before the computer,” he 
said.

NSERC GRANTS OVER ALLEGED 
MISUSE CanWest News Service 
reports that the Natural Sciences 
and Engineering Research 
Council of Canada has barred a 
University of Calgary engineer 
from funding indefinitely due to 
allegations of plagiarism and 
misuse of funds while working 
at the University of Alberta. 
While NSERC will not name the 
accused scientist, CanWest 
News Service identifies him as 
Daniel Kwok, who, according to 
federal government documents 
obtained through an access-to- 
information request, spent as 
much as $150,000 on purchases 
that seemed “inconsistent” with 
his research grant proposals 
during his posting at uAlberta. 
FLAMING mishap A cooking 
instructor and student are 
recovering from injuries 
sustained during a mishap last 
week at the New Brunswick 
Community College's St.

Record-breaking deal 

Jackson's $200 million recording contract 


The estate of Michael Jack- 
son has landed the late 
King of Pop the biggest 
recording deal in history: a 
$200 million guaranteed 
contract with Sony Music 
Entertainment for 10 proj¬ 
ects over seven years, 
according to a person 
familiar with the deal. 

The record-breaking con¬ 
tract through 2017 could be 
worth up to $250 million if 
certain conditions are met. 
One of the albums will be of 
never-before-released Jack- 
son recordings that will 
come out in November, the 
person said. 

The person spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity because 
the official announcement 
is expected Tuesday. 

Future projects may also 
include a DVD compilation 
of videos and a re-release of 
Off the Wall, Jackson’s fifth 
studio album, which first 
came out in 1979, accompa¬ 
nied by some unreleased 
material. Before his sudden 
death in June at age 50, the 
pop star had wanted to re-is- 
sue the album, people famil¬ 
iar with the deal said.

Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame selects a new 
band of singing stars 


music An English band 
steeped in harmony, a reg¬ 
gae pioneer, progressive 
rockers who thrived de¬ 
spite a defection, four 
Swedes who combined 
their nation’s traditions 
with their rock heroes and 
a man who prowled a ball¬ 
room floor singing “Wan¬ 
na Be Your Dog” wouldn’t 
seem to have much in 
common. 

For a night they did, as 
The Hollies, Jimmy Cliff, 
Genesis, ABBA and Iggy 
Pop’s Stooges accepted in¬ 
duction into the Rock and 
Roll Hall of Fame on Mon¬ 
day — a ceremony almost 
as notable for who wasn’t 
there as who was. 

ABBA sold some 100 mil¬ 
lion records with hits such 
as Waterloo, Dancing 
Queen and Knowing Me, 
Knowing You before dis¬ 
banding in 1982. Song¬ 
writer Benny Anders son 
described how the melan¬ 
choly of the “vodka belt” 
so far north, the pre-roclc 
era music they heard on 
Swedish radio and the 
songs of their rock ’n’ roll 
heroes ah found their way 
into ABBA’s material. 

Anders son and ex-wife 
Anni-Frid Lyngstad attend¬ 
ed the ceremony at the 
Waldorf Astoria Hotel. Ag- 


netha Faltskog, who has a 
fear of flying, and Bjorn Ul- 
vaeus, who had a family 
commitment, did not. 

“I’m very angry that 
Madonna got in before us,” 
Lyngstad joked. 

Genesis had two distinct 
incarnations. They were a 
fixture of Britain’s progres¬ 
sive rock scene in the 
1970s, known as much for 
lead singer Peter Gabriel’s 
theatricality as the music. 
When Gabriel quit, the 
band put drummer Phil 
Collins in front of the mi¬ 
crophone and they became 
regulars on the pop charts. 

“Phil’s drums were the 
only thing that could hold 
those disparate elements 
together,” Phish singer and 
childhood Genesis fan Trey 
Anastasio said. “He always 
seemed to be aware that 
the song came first.” 

Mike Rutherford said 
Gabriel sent his apologies, 
but was unable to attend 
as he was preparing for a 
tour. Collins, who seemed 
to be frowning every time 
cameras caught him, 
didn’t seem to miss 
Gabriel. 

“We’ve played without 
him for 30 years,” he said 
backstage. “We’re used to 
not having him around.”
